You have a general idea of the aiery of the Delaware River and how, ainee thia valley wa* 
first settled, but e# pee tally in th e past fifty years, ll bas deteriorated from a Hue. natural stream 
Riled with HhIi into an over-polluted, sluggish, sediment-laden stream that la a menace to health 
and a detriment to the community. 
The people who live along the Delaware get part of their household and drinking watar from 
the river. They likewise in tin- past have drained waste uiid sanitary sewage into it, some uatraMOd 
and some inadequately treated. 
Ponder a moment on tin* nature of sanitary sewage. It has only been in recent years that tim 
publie lias been generally informed of the tremendous work whieh Ka# been undertaken by the 
State to clean aud rehabilitate tile streams of Pennsylvania, including the Delaware River, bal 
it is not a new thing. 
Bristol Borough wa# the first Pennsylvania community in the Delaware Valley to aet M i 
municipal sewage plant so a# to treat the sewage before releasing it Into the river. Working With 
the state authorities, various improvements in tim plant were made by the Borough authorities. 
These provided primary treatm ent of tin* sewage, 
Now. Iii the state’s ut ream -cl ear anc* program, 
the Borough has been ordered by the Common wealth of Pennsylvania to prepare its —wag# plant 
for seeondary treatment. 
Primary treatment removes only the settleubh, solids from the —wage and goes only 31% of 
the way. The additional treatment now required by the Sanitary Water Board is full and com­ 
plete treatment going #5% of the way ami removing not only the — fileable —lids from tim tow ­ 
age, hut also the nrgunic matter whieh is in solution. 
The Slate notified the Borough of its program several year# ago, but the effective date waa de­ 
layed by various factors, Im ‘hiding the post-war scarcities. Now tile time has arrived when the 
Borough must act. The State lias the power to enforce Its decree# iii thi# connection. This is no! 
local, lf Im part of the total clean-up of the river. The State expects ail of the local municipalities, 
including Bristol, to do their part. Bristol is only asked and required to take car# of wha! ll 
Itself discharges Into the river. 
THE COST AND HOW IT IS PROPOSED TO PAY IT 
Du Tuesday, July 24. Bristol voters will ha asked lo qpprove a proposed increase In the bonded 
debt of tim Borough iii the amount of Four Hundred Thousand Dollars (1400,000) for the purpose 
of paying the cost of alterations ami enlargements Iii the present sewage plaut. Including th* lh* 
st al hit ion of the seeondary treatm ent works. 
Ilfeause it means a substantial saving in Interest coats, the Bristol Borough Council contam 
plates amortising the pro|H,N«*d loan over a period of twenty years. Investment hanking experts ad­ 
vise us that 30-year bonds for this purpose ran probably Im* sold at an interest cost of I and 7/8 
per cent, while 30-year bonds probably would to st us 2 lier l ent. The extra fractional per centage 
cost of the 30-year bund#, applied to the GO-jwr cent longer time for amortising the loan, repre­ 
sents a substantial dollar su n burge for the 30-ycar boud# 
Moreover, one or the big advantages of Ute 2o year Issue as compared with th# 30-year loan 
is the fact that the shorter-term bonds would permit us to re build our borrowing capacity at a 
much faster rate, and be In a position to meet uny new demands U|m»h the Borough’s credit without 
embarrassment.
